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A clerk of court may forfeit fees due to misconduct or dereliction of duty.

a statute mandating the forfeiture of a public employee's pension due to criminal conviction.” 


Depending on the misconduct at issue, there may be instances when removal of a clerk is mandated because it serves the public 
good, but pension benefits are not concomitantly forfeited because the misconduct at issue does not fall within the purview a 


statute mandating such forfeiture.
